Suit to disbar Bert F. Fenn for 
professional misconduct was filed 
in the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
by the Missouri Bar Committee to- 
day as part.of the biggest single 
disciplinary action ever undertaken 
against lawyers in Missouri. Bight 
similar suits were filed in various 
jurisdictions against nine lawyers 
elsewhere in the State. 

Fenn is charged in nine counts 
with solicitation of personal injury 
damage claims, chiefly among’ 
workers in the lead mining district 
south of St. Louis, with other mis- 
conduct connected with solicitation 
and with certain acts involving 
moral turpitude. The Court of Ap- 
peals ordered Fenn to file his 
answer by Jan, 21.

Louis N. Wolf of Joplin, one 
of the battery of lawyers who 
represented Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench in her kidnaping trial at

— Indus- 
trialists in Germany are beginning 
to complain of Naziism, said Miss 
Martha E. Dodd, daughter of Wil- 
liam E. Dodd, retiring United States 
Ambassador to Germany, on her 
arrival here from Germany yester- 
day. Miss Dodd, who is 29 years 
old, soon will write a book about 
Germany. 

“When I went to Berlin with my 
father four and a half years ago, 
I wasn’t much concerned about 
Fascism,” she said. “However, I 
traveled a lot. I saw almest all of 
Europe except the Balkan coun- 
tries. Also I saw a lot of Fascism, 
and I made up my mind about it.

SHANGHAT, Dec. 28. — Japanese 
troops continued their advance 
southward into Shantung province 
today, following the capture of 
Tsinan, provincial capital, and 
Weihsien, railroad point about half 
way between Tsinan and the Shan- 
tung seaport of Tsingtao, 200 miles 
to the east. 

Foreign observers said the fall of 
Tsingtao appeared certain. Jap- 
anese strategy apparently is. to 
isolate the port trom the rest of 
the peninsula, thereby forcing it to 
surrender without the necessity of 

troops. 

A Japanese army spokesman 
announced that Japanese troops 
would make a formal triumphal 
entry into Tsinan this afternoon. 
He asserted he had no information 
on the safety of Tsinan’s foreign 

pulation. 


Observers in Shanghai raised the 
question of whether Gen. Han had 
made a deal with the Japanese. 
Chinese were quick to point out 
that only provincial troops were de- 
feated at Tsinan. They said strong 
Central Army forces had occupied 
positions at Taian, 32 miles to the 
south, and Lincheng, another 88 
miles along the route to Kiangsu 
province, 

Defenses Built in 

Japanese reports to Tokio said 
Gen. Li Tsung-jen, former enemy 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
and now co-operating with Gen. 
Han, had issued a proclamation 
saying fall of Tsinan did not mean 
the loss. of Shantung Province. 

The proclamation called for a 
general mobilization. Tsingtao was 
said to be in a state of war, with 
foreigners and Chinese fleeing and 
dugouts and other defenses being 
built. 

Although close to the scene of 
fighting, Tsingtao received no news 
of it except that all bridges on 
the railway to the interior had been 
destreyed.

MUSSOLINI EDITORIAL 
ON THE PANAY INCIDENT 


‘Really Nothing Can Be Done 
Against Japan Democracy 
and War Referendum. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILAN, Italy, Dec. 28.—The Unit- 
ed States “liquidated” the Panay 
incident, Premier Mussolini's news- 
paper said yesterday, because “real- 
ly nothing can be done against Ja- 

n.“ 

An editorial in the newspaper 
Popolo d'Italia gave Mussolini's 
views of the Panay settlement and 
poked jibes at opponents of the 
Ludlow proposal to require a na- 
tional referendum in the United 
States before a declaration of war. 

“After the Panay incident,” said 
the article, discussing the Ameri- 
can gunboat sunk in China by 
Japanese bombers, lere was a 
wave of bellicose instincts in the 
United States which now is calm- 
ing down in view of and consider- 
ing that really nothing can be done 
against Japan. 

“They only could send notes, to 
which Japan replied in a correct 
and solicitous manner which the 
same Government of the United 
States found satisfactory enough to 
liquidate the episode.” 

Comment on War Referendum. 
The editorial said the Ludlow 
proposal had fallen under “this 
war-monger noise.” 

Opposition to the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, especially 
from the American Government 
and newspapers, “gives documen- 
tation that democracy has faults 
and that its principles are applica- 
ble only in the ordinary contin- 
gencies of life and not in the ex- 
traordinary.” 

The paper said the Ludlow pro- 
posal committed the unpardonable 
error of taking democracy serious- 


“Can you imagine war being pro- 
claimed by referendum? Referen- 
dums are fine when it is a ques- 
tion of choosing a suitable spot for 
a town fountain, but when the su- 
preme interests of a people are at 
stake even the most democratic 
governments take care not to trust 
the people’s judgment.” 

The article suggested that per- 
haps democracies would not sub- 
mit the question of a war declara- 
tion to their peoples because they 
considered war “a bagatelle with- 
out .specific importance.” 

Great Powers and E. ia. 
Another article, ascribed to Mus- 
solini himself, said: 

“The British comment that the 
three great Powers remaining to 
direct the Geneva Sanhedrin are 
kept from recognizing Italian sov- 
ereignty in Ethiopia by the atti- 
tude of the small states does not 
correspond with the truth. 

“It is the great Powers of the 
League which impede the moves 
of other states toward recognition 
of an indisputable fact which soon- 
er or later must be recognized.” 
Replying to British complaints 
that Italy was carrying on propa- 
ganda against Britain in the near 
East, U Popolo d'Italia hinted that 
the solution might be found in 
dropping “the lasting hostility to 
Italy's legitimate colonial aims.”

JAPAN MAY REPUDIATE 
 BOVERNMENT OF CHINA’ 


Invading Commander Suggests Pol- 
icy If Anti-Japanese Atti- 
tude Continues.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 28.—Gen. Iwane 
Matsui, commander of Japanese 
forces in the Shanghai-Nanking 
area, told Japanese newspaper men 
today that “Japan may repudiate 
the National Government of China” 
if China continues “anti-Japanese 
policies,” 

“There is no hurry about future 
military operations so soon after 
capture of Nanking,” he said. “Our 
troops, after more than four months 
of hostilities, need a rest. Simul- 
taneously we will give Chinese time 
to reconsider, but if they persist in 
anti-Japanese policies we will be 
forced to act.” 

This action, he said, may carry 
the Japanese advance to Hankow 
and Chungking, where now are es- 
tablished departments of the Na- 
tional Chinese Government which 
fled from Nanking.

NEW SOVIET ENVOY 
ARRIVES N HANKOW 


Observers Think Choice of Sol- 
dier for Post Indicates Closer 
Military Relations. 


By the Associated Press. 

._HANKOW, China, Dec. 28.—For- 
cign ‘diplomats said today the ar- 
rival of the new Soviet Ambas- 
sador to China, a soldier rather 
than a diplomat, indicated that 
closer military relations between 
China and Russia were in prospect. 

Ivan Tewfimovitch Luganets- 
Orelsky, 38 years old, arrived here 
Sunday by airplane from Lanchow, 
capital of Kansu Province in 
China’s Far Northwest. 

Arrangements are being made for 
an early meeting with China's lead- 
er, Chiang Kai-shek, at the lat- 
ter’s headquarters at an undis- 
closed spot in the mid-Yangtze Val- 
ley. 

Of particular interest to other 
diplomats was the fact that Lugan- 
ets-Orelsky was several weeks on 
his journey from Moscow to Han- 
kow, apparently spending much 
time along the great continental 
highway from Russian Turkestan 
across Chinese Turkestan (Sin- 
kiang) and Kansu, along which any 
material Russian aid for China 
must flow. 

Reports reaching Shanghai re- 
cently said hundreds of thousands 
of coolies were working on the mo- 
tor road from Lanchow to the Rus- 
sian border to make it fit for heavy 
military transport. Japan’s inva- 
sion of Chahar and Sulyan prov- 
inces has cut the old caravan route 
between North China and Siberia, 
by way of Outer Mongolia. 
Luganets-Orelsky is understood to 
have spent much time in Outer 
Mongolia—under Soviet protection 
—and at Urumchi, capital of Chi- 
nese Turkestan, and Lanchow. 

His only previous diplomatic en- 
perience was gained while vice-con- 
sul at Urumchi. Therefore he al- 
ready was familiar with China’s 
Northwest. 

Although only 38 years old he has 
held several administrative posts in 
the Soviet and also has commanded 
units of the Red Army. It was as 
a comparatively unknown military 
man that he was chosen to succeed 
the veteran diplomat, Dmitri V.

DAUGHTER WHO SHOT 
MOTHER RELEASED 


Warren (O.) Coroner De- 
cides Killing of Mrs, Corde- 
lia Campbell Was Accidental. 


By the Associated Press. 

WARREN, O., Dec. 28. — Miss 
Louise Campbell was freed from 
jail today after Coroner J. C. 
Henshaw ruled the killing of her 
mother in a struggle for possession 


of a pistol was accidental. 

Miss Campbell, 28 years old, has 
been held without charge since Sat- 
urday. Her mother, Mrs. Cordelia 
Campbell, 55, daughter-in-law of a 
pioneer Ohio steel master, James A. 
Campbell, died Sunday as a result 
of an abdominal wound, despite a 
blood transfusion from her daugh- 
ter. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s in- 
quest said that all witnesses had 
said the shooting was accidental, 
and that Mrs. Campbell before she 
died had made a statement that “it 
was an accident.” 

On leaving the jail, Miss Camp- 
bell was taken to a cemetery where 
brief private funeral services were 
held for her mother. 

Miss Campbell testified for an 
hour yesterday at the inquest, 
which was closed to the public. 

Prosecutor Paul J. Reagan said 
she related she drank two and one- 
half glasses of eggnog and “possibly 
a beer” before the shooting, which 
she insisted was accidental. 

The shooting took place Christ- 
mas eve at the mansion of the 
woman’s late grandfather. 

Her lawyer, Paul Hodge, said 
Miss Campbell related she had left 
the house “with the purpose of 
taking a trip.” When she did not 
find the ignition keys in her auto- 
mobile, Hodge said, Miss Campbell 
picked up her revolver, on the front 
seat, to keep her dog from dis- 
charging it. 

Returning to the house, Miss 
Campbell asked for the keys but 
“no one paid any attention to her.” 
She fired at a Christmas candle to 
attract attention, the attorney said, 
and the revolver discharged a sec- 
ond time when the mother sought 
to grab it. : 

Lucius Cochran, a family friend, 
and Mrs. Uretta Bronch, Miss 
Campbell’s sister, were the only 
other inquest witnesses. They were 
in the room, near the family Christ- 
mas tree, at the time.

Governor Tells Group That Aid 
Seekers Should Know How Edu- 
cational Funds Will Be Spent.

Horner told the Ilinois* Edu- 
cation Association today that. de- 
mands for more state aid for 
schools should be preceded by “a 
definite program assuring that such 
funds will be well spent.”

County with an opening at the base 
so large that a man on horseback 
could ride inside. The journal adds 
that it has been said that two men 
had ridden into the tree on horse- 


‘Mr.| back and had had sufficient room 


to turn round and ride out again 
together. A similar record tells of 
a large tree in Franklin County 
which gave shelter to a man and 
his horse during a storm. 

Gottfried Duden, the first Ger- 
man with a university education to 
settle in Missouri, states that he 
had seen several sycamores that 
were eight to 10 feet in diameter 
and that he had been told that 
“some in the Missouri valley were 
more than 20 feet in diameter.” 

A sycamore 15 feet in diameter 
2 feet above the ground is men- 
tioned in a reprint of the St. Louis 
Lumberman of March 12, 1912. 
Sycamores 7 feet in diameter were 
common in pioneer Missouri and 
their hollow trunks were used by 
early settlers for the storage of 
grain and other supplies. 

Besides the sycamore, the burr 
oak, the elm, black walnut, red oak, 
cottonwood, cypress, catalpa, sweet 
gum, pecan, hackberry and per- 
simmon trees grew large in Mis- 
souri forests. 

Cottonwoods Grew Big, Too. 

Bradbury, the English traveler, 
records in his journal on March 


16, 1809, that he was “much struck” 


by the large size of the ecottenwdéods 
on the south side of the river in 
Franklin County, some of which 
exceeded 7 feet in diameter and 
which continued with their thick- 
ness undiminished to a height of 
80 or 90 feet. 


Duden records that 16 varieties 


of oak grew in Missouri's forests, 
whereas in Germany there were 
but three. The Missouri burr oak, 
states Duden, produced acorns as 
“thick as a small hen’s egg.” 

The same reprint of the St. Louis 
Lumberman giving the dimensions 
of the 15-foot sycamore also men- 
tions a cottonwood 10 feet in diam- 
eter 6 feet from the ground and a 
yellow poplar in Cape Girardeau 
County which measured 90 feet 
from the ground to its first branch. 

The one-time swamp area extend- 
ing from the bluffs at Cape Girar- 
deau south to Arkansas and from 
the Mississippi River to Poplar 
Bluff, according to August P. Beil- 
man, arboriculturist for Shaw’s 
Garden, St. Louis, no doubt con- 
tained the largest trees to grow in 
Missouri. It ig in this district, in 
one of the last of Missouri's great 
hardwood forests, where stands the 
Big Oak, which the Big Oak Com- 
mission created by Gov. Stark is 
endeavoring to save. 


Oypress Was a Giant. 


Beilman, in an article in the De- 
cember, 1932, issue of the Missouri 


Ma- Botanical Garden Bulletin, tells of 


a cypress struck down by light- 
ning in Mississippi County whose 
spreading trunk measured 26 feet 
and eight inches in circumference 
and which already numbered its 
years in the centuries when Colum- 
bus discovered America. 

Another tree, an oak, which was 
cut down in the same county in 
1919, had an estimated stump di- 
ameter of 11 feet. The famed 
“Hunter’s Oak,” also of this dis- 
trict, measured 27 feet and one inch 
in circumference and had an es- 
timated rise of 60 feet to its first 
branch. The bark of this tree 
measured three and one-half inches 
in thickness. These, and other 
trees which have been the victims 
of the woodsman’s ax, were tower 
ing giants at the time of the Amer- 
ican war of independence, 

Gottfried Duden, who came to 
Missouri in 1824 for the express 
purpose of finding a new home for 
his economically oppressed country- 
men and who settled in what is 
now Warren County about four 
miles north of the present town of 
Washington, writes of Missouri's 
forests: 

Giant Trees Were Many. 

“For hundreds of miles one can 
wander among giant trees without 
being touched by a single sunbeam. 
„ I have seen grape vines whose 
trunks, over a foot in diameter, 
rose straight: up for more than a 
hundred feet and then spread their 
densely foliaged vines over the tops 
of elms. ... It appears to me an 
illusion ‘when I contemplate what 
man has done for nature here.” 

Duden’s famous Report, in Which 
he recorded these and other im- 
pressions of Missouri's extremely 
fertile soil, brought to the State 


during the ‘30s a veritable invasion

FORD RETAINS F. H. WOOD 


DETROIT, Dec. 28.—The Ford 
Motor Co. has retained Frederick 
H. Wood, the New York lawyer 
who helped kill the NRA in the 
Schechter case, to direct its legal 
fight against the National Labor 
Relations Board. 

Wood and two members of his 
firm conferred here yesterday with 
Louis J. Colombo, Ford attorney, 
and with officers of the company. 

The Ford company has announced 
its intention of appealing from the 
labor board’s decision that it vio- 
lated the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act, and from the board’s orders 
that it desist from opposition to or- 
ganization of its employes and that 
it reinstate 29 employes allegedly 
discharged for union activity. 

The next skirmish will.be before 
the United States Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals, at Covington, Ky., 
some time after Jan. 3. The 10-day 
period allowed by the labor board 
for compliance with its decision 
expires on that day. Any appeal 
by the Ford company, or a petition 
by the labor board for an enforce- 
ment order, will be made in that

In 1905 the elimination competi- 
tion for the Prix de Rome scholar- 
ship aroused charges that he was 
persecuted by the classical insti- 


His “Histoires Naturelles“ in 
1907, musical sketches of animals, 
caused a storm among critics. 

Later, many of his works be- 
came modern classics, frequently 
heard in the United States. His 
song set “Sheherazade” for voice 
and orchestra and his widely played 
musical comedy “L’Heure Espag- 
nole” were produced at the Paris 
opera. 

He was appointed director of the 
American conservatory at Fontaine 
bleau summer school of music in 
1934, but delicate health forced 
him to give up his post.

Walkout Set for Tomorrow; French 
Employers Demand Penalization 
of Strikers. 

PARIS, Dec. 28.—A general strike 
of all employes in Paris public hos- 
pital, water, gas and electric works 
was set for tomorrow by union 
chiefs. 

Earlier today Premier Camille 
Chautemps’ efforts to settle a Paris 
trucking strike failed when em- 
ployers demanded that workers be 
penalized for interrupting service.

electrically. shocked, and apparently 
dead, were given prolonged artifi- 
cial respiration. No person, they. 


said, should be pronounced . dead, 
however badly shocked, until 12 
hours of artificial respiration had 
been tried or until rigor mortis had 
set in. 

The studies which led to these 
conclusions were carried out under 
the auspices of the Harvard Med- 
ical School and the Boston City 
Hospital by Dr. Leo Alexander. 

Dr. Alexander quoted authorities 
to show that “in groups of workers 
who are well trained in the prone 
pressure method of artificial respi- 
ration, and who.keep it up for suf- 
ficiently long periods, the recovery 
rate is high, 67 per cent.” Where 
artificia] réspiration was started 
within three minutes after the 
shock, 70 per cent recovered. After 
four minutes, the recovery rate was 
58 per cent.

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REMEDY FOR AUDITORIUM PARKING CHAOS. 

There are signs that the troublesome Municipal 
Auditorium parking problem is on the way to a so- 
lution that will avert the necessity for the Symphony 
Orchestra to seek other quarters, as its officers re- 
cently announced it would otherwise be compelled 
to do. Hope arises from the statement of Alderman 
William J. Warnick that he will ask the City Coun- 
selor’s office for a ruling on the legality of multiple 
parking on Memorial Plaza streets, with a view to 
restoring the privilege if if can be done legally. 

There should be little difficulty about drawing a 
valid ordinance to this effect. There might be justi- 
fied complaints if multiple parking blocked the ac- 
cess of private property owners to their holdings, but 
no such situation can arise in this instance.

But Washing- 
ton, in the darkening clouds of war, seemed far away 
from, Ohio’s inland city, and a talent for municipal 
problems could hardly be construed as equipment for 
a Cabinet office which might presently be confronted 
with the direction of military affairs on an unprece- 
dented scale. Further, Mr. Baker had attracted at- 
tention as a pacifist, an amiable enough philosophy in 
times of tranquillity, but rankly heretical to our bel- 
licose editorial “for-God-sakers.” 

No days of grace were allowed him for acquaint- 
ing himself with the routine of his office. Almost 
immediately, on the Senate’s confirmation, Villa’s 
banditry put the new Secretary to the test. That 
“punitive expedition” was quickly reduced to a mere 
footnote, but the administration found in John J. 
Pershing a soldier who could, and would, carry out 
instructions under exasperating conditions and temp- 
tations. 

Events moved swiftly to the epochal decision of 
April 6, 1917, and Pershing was chosen as Com- 
mander of the American Expeditionary Force— 
whether at the instance of the Secretary of War can 
never, perhaps, be definitely known, but surely with 
his enthusiastic consent. 

That war was a cemetery of great military reputa- 
tions. Von Kluck blundered into oblivion when Paris 
seemed about to be engulfed by the “gray tide,” and 
the legendry of Kitchener had been lost long before 
his ship perished in the North Sea. Opportunity 
called Pershing, but in accents, according to military 
opinion, of almost certain personal doom. 

Never in a major conflict did a War Office and the 
first in command at the front work in finer trust 
and co-operation. To that Gen. Pershing has re- 
peatedly and gratefully testified. Only by the unfail- 
ing moral support of Washington was Pershing en- 


j abled to withstand the pressure, both military and 


ministerial, to which he was relentlessly and at times 
tauntingly subjected. And so it was materially. 

The abun- 
dance of American resources was his, and it was de- 
livered with miraculous promptness.

We obtain the comparison from a study made by 
the Mellon Institute, which, though it is itself of 
Pittsburgh, is to be acquitted of any juggling of fig- 
ures to appease local pride and is concerned only in 
the scientific facts..

Last February, the Board of Aldermen passed an 
ordinance reorganizing the Smoke Department, cre- 
ating new inspectorships and incorporating a coal- 
washing clause. Apparently, it is no more effective 
than the widely ballyhooed campaign of “education” 
of a few years ago, by which the smoke problem was 
to be solved by teaching the householders to fire their 
furnaces smokelessly. . 

It is not by thus thrusting and parrying that we 
are to get rid of smoke, but only by going back to 
fundamentals to give it a knockout blow. St. Louis 
will be a clean city in winter only by the develop- 
ment of a smokeless fuel which can be sold profit- 
ably at a price substantially the same as is now 
charged for cheap Illinois bituminous. 

Such a fuel, for obvious economic reasons, must 
be cheap Illinois coal, processed to remove smoke- 
producing ingredients from it. Several such processes 
are now available or in advanced stages of experi- 


for deliverance from the smoke pall, 
May we again cite the pertinent historical parallel 
that St. Louis, at the turn of the century, found the 
way to remove Mississippi River mud from its water 
supply—a problem that, until that time came, seemed 
as insuperable as the smoke problem seems today? 
It ts purely defeatist to suppose that leadership, 
money and brains cannot combine to rid us of smoke. 
And if some caviler says that it would take too 
much money, let him calculate the annual losses 
to St. Louis caused by smoke, in doctors’ bills, clean- 
ers’ bills, the deterioration of buildings and the loss 
of taxes. It must come to a stupendous total.

In observance of the 150th anniversary of the 
making of the United States Constitution, the

This wholesome interest in the making of the Con- 
stitution is truly gratifying. If the Constitution is 
the bulwark of the citizen’s liberties, so is the citi- 
zsen’s understanding of the Constitution and matters 
affecting it the bulwark of that great document.

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PEACE PLEDGES IN HISPANIOLA. 

The spotlight was thrown two months ago upon 
a nearby but unfamiliar part of the world: the 
island of Hispaniola. ‘Thousands of Haitians, it was 
charged, had been murdered by the soldiers of their 
neighbor, the Dominican Republic. It was another 
development in an old feud between the two coun- 
tries, and for a time threatened war, particularly 
when the Dominican dictator, Gen. Trujillo, at first 
refused peace overtures. Now, however, he has ex- 
changed Christmas pledges with President Vincent of 
Haiti, in which both executives vow that the border 
incidents shall not become a cause of war. é 

This does not remove, though it does diminish, the 
task of the inter-American conciliation commission. 
There still remains the work of deciding whether 
indemnity is due Haiti, as its Government claims, 
and if go, how much. Trujillo’s unexpectedly con- 
ciliatory stand should not influence the weighing of 
the claim, nor should the denunciatory blast against 
Haiti by the Dominican Minister at Washington— 
delivered after the two Presidents had exchanged 
their pledges. 

Population pressure and a race problem aggravate 
Hispaniola’s feud. Haiti has two-thirds of the is- 
land’s population and one-third of its area. Large 
numbers of its unemployed, seeking work in the 
neighboring country, have encountered hostility. Even 
could this economic issue be settled, the race prob- 
lem would offer difficulties, for Haiti is a Negro 
Republic, and whites predominate in Trujillo's realm. 

The peace pledges will help to settle the immediate 
difficulty, but the deep-seated conflict between the 
two countries cannot be disposed of overnight.

But we do not start, as did Sido- 
nius, from this premise. To the 
men of our time who inherit the 
ideas which have been current in 
the West during the pas“ three or 
four centuries, it must always seem 
an anomaly that civilization should 
have a frontier, whether on the 
Rhine, the Vistula or the Amur. 

Unlike Sidonius, unlike any peo- 
ple of the past, we have ceased to 
think that civilizations have fron- 
tiers at which the barbarian must 
be held back; we have fallen into 
the habit of thinking that our 
civilization is destined to be uni- 
versal and that all the peoples of 
the globe can and will participate 
in it. 


In the hundred years between the 
battle of Waterloo and the battle of 
the Marne, the spiritual leaders of 
the West came to think it self-evi- 
dent that there would be a steady 
progress toward a universal civili- 
sation. And it is by this criterion 
that the generations which knew the 
prewar world judge the condition 
of the present world; because their 
hopes were pitched so high, their 
discouragement has sunk so deep. 

Yet if, as events would seem to 
declare, we must for our genera- 


tion give up the hope of a steady 
and predestined advan 
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notions of their own just deserts. 
* — * 


Thus it was the advance of civil- 
ization which aroused the masses of 
mankind from the lethargy and 
peace of ancient custom, and it is 
from these awakened masses that 
there arise all the pressures and 
tensions throughout the world. 
They are tremendous. No govern- 
ment can survive that does not re- 
spond to them; it is in the heat of 
this awakening that the fierce pas- 
sions of our age are generated. 

From this condition there is no 
retreat. For when the sleeper 
awakes, he cannot be put to sleep 
again. Nor in the long view could 
anyone wish that he should sleep 
again. With that great fact the 
discouraged pre-war generation 
must come to terms, finding, if not 
personal hope in the immediate 
prospect, then philosophy to under- 
stand it. 

They must come to see that their 
hopes were founded on an illusion, 
the illusion that the great .masses 
of men could enter into civilization 
quietly, without first going through 
the immense, the catastrophic, agi- 
tation of their own awakening, that 
a world-wide civilization could come 
into being without the labor pains 
of so great a birth. 

Perhaps it is this that we must 
learn, that the destiny which men 
dreamed of in the pre-war world 
works in a way we had not imag- 
ined, that before the masses of men 
can achieve their destiny, they must 
pass through, perhaps for many 
long generations, the terrifying ex- 
perience of opening their eyes as 
they emerge from the dark security 
of the womb of ancient custom.

Improvement in the religious and 
moral tone of college life over that 
the bootleg era a decade ago 
commented on by adult leaders 
arriving for the opening of the Na- 
tional Methodist Student Confer- 
ence tonight at Centenary Metho- 
dist Church, Sixteenth and Pine 


The adult leaders, acting as coun- 
sellors to the 800 students, who will 
be in session through Friday, de- 
scribed the college students of to- 
day as more serious than their pro- 
totypes of 10 years ago, less given 
to religious skepticism, drinking 
and moral infractions. 

This campus information is strik- 
ingly evidenced by the increased 
proportion of students who are 
working their way through college 
and by the eager interest of stu- 
dents in social problems, Dr. Hiel 
D. Bollinger of Chicago said. He 
is secretary of Wesley Foundation 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church> 
one of the three Methodist denomi- 
nations sponsoring the conference 
as the first joint meeting of Metho- 
dist youth since a schism split the 
church before the Civil War. 

Dr. Harvey C. Brown of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., director of student 
work for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, agreed with Dr. Bol- 
linger’s main conclusions. 

In his work with Wesley Founda- 
tion, which maintains Methodist 
centers for students in non-Metho- 
dist institutions, both tax-support- 
ed and privately-endowed, Dr. Bol- 
linger has had students under ob- 
servation more than a decade. 


42 Per Cent Work Way. 


From not more than 25 per cent 
10 years ago, he estimated thé 
proportion of students working 
their way through college had risen 
to 42 per cent. Although Dr. Bol- 
linger thinks the “jazz element” 
was “always overplayed,” he stated 
drinking and other frivolities have 
fallen off, the sobering atmosphere 
of the depression perhaps turning 
students to serious problems. 

“There is now,” he said, “about as 
much drinking among students as 
among the public in general. In 
fact, students constitute a pretty 
good cross section of the average 
citizenship.” 

Religious workers have made an 
effective approach to students 
through help in getting jobs and 
assistance in the necessary adjust- 
ments to college life,” he explained. 
Dr. Bollinger stated the modern 
student is interested chiefly in the 
social values of religion. 

“Tf religion is unrelated to life, 
the student is indifferent,” he 
added. “He seeks in religion an- 
swers to the problems of peace or 
war in the world, of economic and 
social organization and of giving 
dignity and significance to the life 
of himself and his time.” 

Dr. Brown phrased it somewhat 
differently, saying modern students 
shift the religious emphasis from 
the individualistic absorption of 
their parents in salvation to dis- 
covering something that will min- 
ister to “the whole of life.” They 
are, he stated, responsive to the 
metaphysical message of religion 
but they also want it to help create 
a better world here. 


Seven Groups in Conference. 

The 800 students, representing 
both secular and religious schools, 
will be divided into seven “commis- 
sions” for the conference. Each 
commission has been assigned a 
topic for consideration. Such sub- 
jects as “Christian Living on the 
Campus,” “Christian Personality 
and Social Activity,“ and “The 
World Mission of the Christian Re- 
ligion” indicate the interests in 
contemporary affairs and everyday 
conduct problems.” 

Other topics deal with age-old 
questions of the nature of God. The 
scope of the conference is further 
indicated by the interests of some 
speakers. From Japan will come 
the Rev. T. T. Brumbaugh, direc- 
tor of the Wesley Foundation in 
that country. He will speak Thurs- 
day night on “The World Mission 
of the Christian Religion” and will 
direct the student commission on 
that subject. 

General sessions will be held to- 
morrow morning, afternoon and 
evening; Thursday morning and 
evening and Friday afternoon. At 
other intervals the commissions 
will meet separately. 

Student delegates, who will be 
guided by abeut 200 adult counsel- 
ors, were selected proportionally 
from the three churches, whose of- 
ficial bodies are now considering a 
proposal for a merger of Method- 
ism. Because of this union pro- 
posal, one result of the conference 
may be a program to unify the 
youth movements of the three de- 
nominations. Dr. Bollinger said 
students, in particular, hail the im- 
pending merger, as they have no 
interest in the ancient controversis 
which split the church, first in 1820 
when the Methodist Protestant 
Church was formed because of a 
disagreement over polity, and sec- 
ond in 1844, when the slavery issue 
created a further division into 
northern and southern churches.

HE nails are very ingenious de- 

vices of nature. For the ani. 

mals, tooth and claw are almost 
—— yg — defense, of- 
tense, tearing food apart. Men 
still find these terminal facilities 
of the fingers useful, although our 
toenails are no longer any good 
to us. The toenails are undoubtedly 
undergoing degeneration a nd 
atrophy; in most people hardly any 
nail except the nail of the big toe 
is more than a thin, paperlike disc. 
We may predict that in the course 
of evolution, if civilization con- 
tinues in its present shoe-wearing 
state, the toenails will completely 
disappear.

Anatomically, nails, like hairs, 
are simply adaptations of the 
skin.

If injured pr removed, the root, 
matrix and nail bed will replace a 
nail completely. 

A nail grows from the root to 
the free edge in 130 to 160 days. 
The finger nails grow much faster 
than the toenails. They grow 
faster in summer than in winter. 
Children’s nails grow faster than 
adult’s. 

The hails are richly supplied 
with blood vessels and nerves. The 
nerve terminals just below the 
hard surface of a nail are larger 
than in any other part of the skin. 
Thus while the nail itself does not 
feel pain, it is exquisitely sensi 
tive on account of these nerve end- 
ings “below. Since all the blood 
visits the nails, they are subject to 
all the diseases of the blood gen- 
eral. a

Rat,” playing this week at the 

American Theater, the only one 
who was home for Christmas was 
James Gillis. Home for him is 
right here in St. Louis, with his 
mother, Mrs. John D. Gillis, and 
older brother, John, at the Congress 
Hotel, where I caught the young 
actor one noon last week. 


That week was a holiday for the 
actors, a few of whom went home, 
but since they had to be back for 
a brush-up rehearsal before the 
opening here Christmas night they 
missed family celebrations. Gillis 
invited the cast to his apartment 
for Christmas eve and plenty of 
other parties are planned in their 
honor this week to keep them from 
getting too homesick. 

Tonight will be a gala one at 
the theater. A block of three hyn- 
dred seats has been sold to cadets 
al. 4 alumni of Virginia Military In- 
stitute, whom the comedy concerns.

Meaningless purchases, bought on- 
ly for the fun of buying, extrava- 
gant purchases made without 
judgment, things brought to be 
given to friends to win applausé, 
are some of the results of charge 
accounts. It is a short step from 
the careless charging to getting a 
few dollars cash for special occa- 
sions. Then the end is inevitable, 

Give children who are old enough 
to buy things for themselves an 
allowance sufficient to their neces- 
sities. Hold them to account for 
that spending. Teach them to get 
the value of their money. This 
training must begin when the child 
is old enough to go along with his 
mother to the shops and stores, 
Training in the use and value and 
meaning of money is as important 
as teaching the Ten Command- 
ments. Young people who have the 
handling of money without previous 
training and nee will need 
all the strength of the Command- 
ments behind them, and someone 
to gather up the pieces when they 
are through. 


Young people have no business 
with charge accounts. They must 
be taught to pay cash for what 
they get and be careful about their 
getting. They should be taught to 
shun debt as they would shun the 
plague. It is just about as danger- 
ous for them. The family accounts 
can be explained to them when they 
are old enough to know about them. 
But the children should not use
